W. R. Martin, Jr., Extension 
Horticulturist, s a y s t i m e a n d 
method of harvesting strawb erries 
prob ab ly has more influence on 
the quality of the b erries than any 
other one thing. 
Like most all other fruit, straw­ 
b erries are at their very b eet 
when vine ripened. So for home 
use, pick the b erries only after 
they are fully colored. And for 
b est quality , pick them during the 
morning hours 
b efore the sun 
heats them. Of course for ship­ 
ping, the time and method of pick­ 
ing strawb erries is different than 
for home use. Yet it still pay s to 
harvest them carefully . 
Strawb erries should not b e pull­ 
ed from the vine b ut rather the 
stem should b e pinched from the 
vine. Pinch the stem b etween the 
thumb 
and 
forefinger, 
leaving 
ab out a half-inch of stem on each 
b erry . This will protect the straw­ 
b erries from b ruising and make 
them hold up b etter. Particularly 
if they are fully vine ripened. 
Just as soon as y our b erries are 
through production is the time to 
decide whether or not the field 
will b e continued for 1953 or b e 
replaced b y one that was planted 
earlier, this y ear. It’s usually easier 
to plant a few new b erries each 
y ear than to try to renew an en­ 
tire old field. 
The b est method of handling old 
b erry fields is to go into the field 
immediately after the last picking 
has b een made and chop out or 
plow out excess plants so that the 
remaining plants are in rows 18 to 
20 inches wide. If the plants are 
rather thick in the rows y ou will 
need to thin them out somewhat. 
Remove all weeds and cultivate 
the plants to keep them as clean 
as possib le until the end of the 
summer. 


This is the time of the y ear 
when many farm tractors are us­ 
ing the highway s to go from field 
to field or from one farm to an­ 
other. As a result, Joe Cupp, as­ 
sistant county agent, say s that this 
is the time of the y ear when 
many accidents occur on the high­ 
way s involving farm tractors. 
Cupp explains that the farm 
tractor has a perfectly legal right 
to b e on the highway , b ut that 
the tractor driver, as well as driv­ 
ers of automob iles and trucks, 
should recognize that the farm 
tractors’ slow speed is a hazard. 
Several wrecks recently in this 
area, 
involving 
farm 
tractors, 
have resulted in death to at least 
one person. 
Cupp suggests that we all fol­ 
low a few simple rules which 
should reduce the numb er of ac­ 
cidents involving farm tractors. 
Tractor drivers, when possib le, 
should pull off the pavement to 
let traffic pass. Drivers of cars 
and 
trucks should 
slow 
down 
when approaching a farm tractor. 
Tractors, as well as other vehicles, 
should b e equipped with plenty of 
lights for night driving.

A foster child 
makes an ideal son or daughter—if you parents train 
him to be such. 


Case D-356: Tommy Q., aged 6 
is an adopted child. 
“Dr. Crane, we took him when 
he was a baby,” his foster m other 
inform ed me. 
“His real m other died and his 
father was sent to jail as a thief. 
He was a victim of kleptom ania. 
He couldn’t resist the impulse to 
steal. 
“I tell you all of this, Dr. Crane, 
because Tommy has also begun to 
steal 
everything 
that 
interests 
him. 
“Since 
he 
doesn’t 
know 
we 
aren’t his real parents, he must 
surely have inherited this klep­ 
tom ania, don’t you think? 
“We have punished him by tak­ 
ing away some of his privileges 
and keeping him at home so he 
couldn’t play with other children, 
but it seems to do no good. W hat 
should we try now?” 


Facts of Life 
Thievery is a m atter of habit, 
just like piano playing or the use 
of the English language in prefer­ 
ence to French or Italian. 
None of these is inherited, so 
Tom m y’s stealing is not related to 
his fath er’s kleptom ania, at least 
through any physical inheritance. 
If Tommy has learned by round­ 
about m ethods that he is an adopt­ 
ed child and that his real lather 
is a thief, Tommy might be con­ 
sciously im itating his lather. 
It is not unusual, however, to 
find a foster child addicted to 
thievery, especially if his foster 
parents have failed to inform him 
that he is adopted. 
Such a youngster is very likely 
to overhear conversation among 
his foster adult relatives or his 
foster cousins, for somebody us­ 
ually lets the cat out of the bag. 
So the child decides that he has 
been tricked and deceived. His 
whole em otional world begins to 
collapse around him . He is dis­ 


traught with a feeling of insecur­ 
ity. 
Why Foster C hildren Steal 
Then he m ay decide to get even 
wdth his foster p arents and espec­ 
ially society in general. T hat is 
when he begins to steal or violate 
other laws. 
Don’t blame the child unduly in 
such a case, how ever, for it is 
chiefly the fault of his foster p a r­ 
ents. 
They should have inform ed him 
when he first asked “W here did I 
come from, M am m a?” 
Never be guilty of letting o u t­ 
siders shock the sensitive spirit of 
your youngster by rudely telling 
him 
that 
his 
supposed 
parents 
aren ’t really his parents at all. 
When you adopt a child, he be­ 
comes your real youngster and you 
are his real father or mother! 
So fortify the child by telling 
him that you chose him because 
you loved him. You picked him 
deliberately. 
But other children aren ’t picked 
or selected from a group. T heir 
parents must take w hat arrives. 
This sound argum ent will be a 
boon to the spirit of a foster child 
by protecting him against the cruel 
jibes of his classm ates later on. 
Spiritual Kinship ’ 
Tell the child you chose him 
just as you picked his m other, 
because of love. 
Remind him that you feel much 
closer to your wife than to your 
brothers and sisters, yet she is of 
no blood relationship to you at 
all. 
You two are sim ply spiritually 
akin. This sam e spiritual kinship 
is the real bond that cem ents p ar­ 
ent and child. 
And if you wives voluntarily 
adopt a youngster because you 
love him and w ant him, he is 
more truly your child and you are 
certainly more truly his m other 
than if you resented pregnancy or 
even attem pted 
an 
abortion to 
prevent his birth, as many natural 
m others do. 
Don’t be deluded by the erro n ­ 
eous old adage that “blood is 
thicker than w ater.” Physical kin­ 
ship is inferior to spiritual or 
psychological kinship. 
You 
adopted 
boys 
and 
girls 
should rejoice for your parents 
picked you because they loved 
you.

Thousands of acres of small grain, 
permanent pasture and young row 
crops have been sprayed during 
the past two weeks. Most of these 
sprayed fields are rid of the army 
worms, but every field that has 
not been treated should be closely 
checked by the farmer. 
If a serious infestation does oc­ 
cur in your fields, it should be 
sprayed immediately with one of 
the recommended herbicides such 
as toxaphene, DDT or methoxy- 
chlor. In a very few days these 
worms can almost entirely de­ 
stroy a growing crop by eating all 
green vegetation. If you have an

about a half-inch of stem on each 
berry. This w ill protect the straw­ 
berries from bruising and make 
them hold up better. Particularly 
if they are fully vine ripened. 
Just as soon as your berries are 
through production is the time to 
decide whether or not the field 
will be continued for 1953 or be 
replaced by one that was planted 
jarlier. this year. It’s usually easier 
to plant a few new berries each 
pear than to try to renew an en­ 
tire old field. 
The best method of handling old 
oerry fields is to go into the field 
immediately after the last picking 
las been made and chop out or 
plow out excess plants so that the 
remaining plants are in rows 18 to 
20 inches wide. If the plants are 
rather thick in the rows you w ill 
leed to thin them out somewhat. 
Remove all weeds and cultivate 
;he plants to keep them as clean 
as possible until the end of the 
summer.

census of turkeys in Missouri. 
Each year estim ates are made 
by counting gobbling torn t u r k e y s 
and every five years a censes is 
taken by actual count of birds. The 
last w’as in 1947 w hen 3,289 tu r­ 
keys w'ere found in the state. This 
year’s total was only slightly more 
than tw o-thirds of that num ber, 
with 2.371 
turkeys in 411 flocks 
counted. This is an average of 5.7 
birds per flock. 
Harold V. T errill, chief biologist 
of the Commission’s bird unit, said, 
“A steady decline in turkeys has 
been noted for several years. This 
decline cannot be attributed to 
any one single factor, although it 
is notew orthy that very few birds 
are left on private lands.” 
Terrill added an optim istic note 
however, saying, 
“W ith the in­ 
crease of land in state and federal 
forests w here the birds can benefit 
from special m anagem ent practices 
designed for them , there is no rea­ 
son why turkeys could not increase 
to the point 
w here they 
m ight 
furnish sport as a gam e bird. On 
private lands, only the desire and 
active participation on the part of 
all the people in the com m unity 
can bring about an increase in 
turkey num bers.”
